tile fumes of chlorine gase from a leak 
ing tank c a r on a railroad siding of a 
manufa ctu rin g plant, ac ro ss the river 
at Milford, N. J.

of the day and 
night,

stream s of water on the tank ca r to 
cool the gas and minimize the possM

from Syra c u se said such a blast would 
e ndanger the entire community. 


'File chlorine, heavier than air, ho­ 
gan to leak yesterday m o rn in g from a 
flange on a coupling through which 
the gas was being piped into the W a r ­ 
ren M anuf ac turing Co., plant. S p re a d ­ 
ing iii all directions as they hugg ed the 
ground, the fumes a la rm e d the entire 
town within an hour. 


Residents of both this village and 
Milford coughed, sneezed and in many 
eases were made ill. A n u m b e r of the 
employees of the plant were unable to 
continue work, and at IO p. in. the 
night shift was dismissed and the plant 
tem porarily closed.
